And as he walked he saw afrom afar men and women leaving their fields and 
their vineyards and hastening towards the city gates.

At the just concluded Super Shoot, we 
learned two things relative to equipment 
supplies, at least one of which will probably 
have some considerable impact on how we 
do things for a while. 

First, it appears as if all supplies of the 
GI322 powder are now exhausted. This 
leaves us with the Hodgdon basic H-322, 
the Thunderbird Powder Company’s T32, 
and that’s about it for the 6PPC propellants. 
The stool shooters walked away from 4198 
many years ago, and have been generally 
unsatisfied with what they found while test- 
ing recent lots. Norma 201 has been un- 
available for two or three years now, and no- 
body has an encouraging word to offer on 
when it might become available again. 
There was of course a heck of an attractive 
price on that GI322 powder while it was to 
be had ... as opposed to the Norma 201, 
which cost the proverbial arm and leg (when 
it was available here). So, we mourn the 
passing, after a rather brief stay, of GI322. It 
was cheap. . . andit shot great. What more 
could you ask for in a powder? 

Now, on to the bigger problem . .. PPC 
brass. G&C Brass, who purchased the final 
inventory of PPC brass (somewhere around 
300,000 cases, if | recall correctly) from The 
PPC Corporation a year or two ago, com- 
pletely sold out that supply two months ago. 
Every source of benchrest supplies that | 
know is completely out of stock on PPC 
brass. 

As we know, Sako, some months back in- 
troduced their factory rifles chambered for 
6PPC and 22PPC. At the same time they 
announced that they would be offering fully 
loaded PPC factory ammo (a product with 
no appeal to 95 percent of our readers) and 
PPC brass. As we now, with the benefit of a 
bit of hindsight, (always useful in such 
cases), look back on the announcement, we 
note with interest their statement ... WE 
will be supplying ... and we suspect that 
what they were saying was that your previ- 
ous sources of supply (PPC Corporation, 
G&C Brass) are now obsolete, and you will 
have to deal with Stoegers. Well, boys and 
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girls, Stoegers does not have any PPC 
brass, when it’s going to arrive | can’t tell 
you, and | can’t tell you if it will be available 
as brass, or if you will have to buy loaded 
ammo to get the cases (a bit expensive, 
that). 

The editor does have a sample box of the 
new Sako brass in his possession. It is nice- 
ly made, and carries a headstamp of “6PPC 
- USA - Sako”. Very nice indeed. The thing 
that worries me is that some sharp charac- 
ters in our game, who have done a bit of ex- 
perimenting with a few samples of this new 
brass tell me that it holds approximately two 
grains less powder than the PPC brass that 
we are accustomed to. 

If these reports are true, and if the brass 
(once the darn stuff ever gets here) does in- 
deed hold two grains less powder ... we 
are going to have an interesting little scenar- 
io to deal with. The 6PPC, as it exists right 
now, and using the brass that exists right 
now, is just about one hundred percent 
loading density . . . and appears to have too 
much capacity for the .22 version (which 
fact accounts for the existance of the Dan 
Dowling wildcat, the Waldog). It’s hard to 
dispute this . . . how many .22 PPC cham- 
bered rifles are on the firing line today at 
benchrest matches? (Get to the point, Bren- 
nan). Okay, Okay. If the new brass does 
hold 2 grains less powder . . . are we going 
to see ourselves unable to drive the 6PPC at 
the higher ranges that many of our ranks 
feel are needed for ultimate accuracy? Will 
the new brass be better suited for .22 than 
for 6mm? 

When | returned to benchrest shooting, 
about 1980, the PPC brass that was used at 
the time seemed able to last forever. | knew 
shooters who shot a modest number of 
cases over a full match season, fired anoth- 
er match season with the same cases, and 
threw it away at the end of the season... 
not that there was anything wrong withit. . . 
the guy was just tired of looking at it. In the 
1980-1988 period there have been 2 or 3 
periods when PPC cases ceased to be 
available, and everyone had to sit on their

hands, waiting for a new lot to arrive at PPC 
Corporation. They were temporary prob- 
lems ... although, when you’re out of 
brass, and just about “can’t shoot”, itis diffi- 
cult to avoid bouncing off the walls a bit, 
from time to time. We are receiving scores 
of inquiries, “Where can| get PPC brass?”. 

At the Super Shoot, Lester Bruno told me 
that he had reached agreement “with an 
American manufacturer” to supply him with 
200,000 cases, and he expected them dur- 
ing July. | do not know who the manufactur- 
er is, although if | had to guess | would sus- 
pect Bell Extrusion Labs. . . but thatis justa 
guess. Obviously | can tell you nothing 
about the cases. . . quality, characteristics, 
whatever. | just told you all | know about the 
PPC brass. Mr. Bruno is a PS advertiser, 
and you might wish to give him a call on the 
matter. 

One little ripple-effect from all this ... 
when | put a number of benchrest rifles up 
for sale with Jim Greenawalt recently, | had 
a few chambered for the standard .222, and 
a few chambered for my little .222 based 
wildcat, the .22 Revenge (page 30 of the 
June, 1986 issue gives details. It’s the full 
length .222 case, with a 45 degree shoulder,

NEW .22 RIMFIRE RIFLE, AND 
ACTION — VERY NEAR 


In the June issue’s editorial, yours truly 
got up on a soapbox (again) and loudly told 
the listening assembly (two people and a 
stray dog, as | recall) that what this country 
needed was not a good five cent cigar . . . 
but rather a custom action, set up to 
benchrest world tolerances, for the .22 rim- 
fire. The writer is of course a product of that 
benchrest world, and the idea of a complete 
rifle becoming available seemed too much 
to ask for. 

This is gonna knock your socks off, 
Emma, but apparently we are on the brink of 
“it” becoming available ... from the PPC 
Corporation (627 East 24th Street, Pater- 
son, New Jersey 07514. Lou Palmisano, of 
PPC cartridge fame, together with Charles 
Poff (Firearms Development Corp. — which 
is still in Bryan, Texas at the moment) have 
each contributed their talents and knowl- 
edge specialties to the project. As most of 
you know, Lou Palmisano is the official 
equipment advisor to the 1988 US Olympic 
Team in the shooting sports. | know that the 
rimfire situation was driving Lou sort of nuts. 
In addition to the Russians having consider- 
ably better match rimfire ammunition than 
us, we also have a situation where we have 
to work with foreign rifles, because the 
American manufacturers long ago decided 
to stop any efforts to make a competitive 
.22 rimfire match rifle. A lesser man than 
Lou Palmisano would have tried to make-do 
with existing, available equipment. Lou did 
try that, for a while . . . and gave up in dis-

gust. And took out the proverbial clean 
piece of paper . . .and started from scratch. 

The new .22 rimfire target rifle, named the 
PPC Olympian, developed for the United 
States Shooting Team, will be commercially 
available from The PPC Corporation in ap- 
proximately October of this year, after the 
September Olympics (in Korea). There will 
be three models available; we are told of 
tentative prices of: $1600 for the free rifle, 
without sights; $1100 for the prone, stan- 
dard rifle; and $900 for the sporter. 

There are a goodly number of features, 
and perhaps our readers would be interest- 
ed in some of the major ones, as well as a 
few technical specifications:

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Dear Dave: 

More addendum to my last letter. When | 
mentioned in my last letter about shooting in 
ano-condition situation at 600 yards, | said 
that it took me a number of years to stumble 
onto my present method or style of shoot- 
ing. Now | firmly believe that a relatively new 
shooter doing exactly as outlined in my last 
letter can shoot in the 190’s in good condi- 
tions almost from the start. With a good rifle 
and ammo, of course. 

During those years that | stumbled 
around in the dark at long range, | also 
stubbed my toes when it came to shooting 
in mirage conditions. Actually, | fell flat on 
my face. | don’t know if the better shooters 
could not or would not explain the principle 
of shooting in mirage. The range where we 
shot was, on ahot sunny day, like “shooting 
through a swimming pool .. .”, as Warren 
Page would say. | could barely shoot in the 
180’s on my own. | could shoot 190’s in a 
team match, however, which means some- 
one knew what he was doing. 

When | would ask how to doit, the answer 
would be, “watch the mirage,” or “set your 
scope up at 300 yards.” Maybe it’s because 
I’m French, because that did not help me 
one bit. | would set the scope up and watch 
that shimmery stuff go like crazy, but | didn’t 
know how to compensate for what | was 
seeing. | would watch these guys check 
their scope, get set, shoot the shot, and be 
right back in their scope again after the shot. 
Good, | was getting some procedure down, 
but what were they looking at, or better yet, 
what, how??? were they seeing?? I’d heard 
them talk about “reading” mirage. | could 
not understand what | was “reading.” | 
could read a book in Greek and not know a 
word of what | read until | could learn the 
Greek language. | had the same problem

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with mirage in that what | was seeing, | 
couldn’t understand the effects of it on the 
target picture. 

| did not really understand the effects of 
mirage until | started shooting bench rest 
two years ago at Dunham's Bay in New 
York, and Augusta, Maine, in the Winter 
league and early spring. | shot with my big 
bore rifle and Unertl 20X scope in heavy var- 
mint and varmint for score in Maine the first 
year. What a humiliating experience! | had 
to have a bench rifle, so | built myself a 
heavy varmint rig. There is something about 
shooting a gun that is capable of putting all 
five shots in the same hole and yet | still 
could shoot a 1” group!! It still didn’t dawn 
on me what was happening. Remember, 
I’m French so it takes a while. | quit B.R. 
shooting for the summer due to frustration 
and struggled with big bore. | still would 
think about what | was seeing through that 
36X scope. | bought a graphite stock and in 
late summer | put my B.R. gun back togeth- 
er to try one more time. It shot well early in 
the morning but it seemed to get worse as 
the day went on. 

| was getting frustrated again. It seemed 
like | was possessed by this problem and 
was determined to lick it. It finally dawned 
on me as to what was happening. (I’m 
French, remember?) Now when | set up my 
crosshair on the moth ball, | note the angle 
at which the waves or ripples are slanting 


slow or weer SSS fast. 


As the angle changes | change my crosshair 
position on the target. The slower the mi- 
rage, the less horizontal movement but a lit- 
tle more upward movement of the target 
picture. The faster the mirage, the more hor- 
izontal and less upward movement of the 
target picture. | say picture because that is

what you are seeing. The target itself has 
not moved; only what you see has moved. 
With my new found discovery | would move 
my crosshairs in the opposite direction of 
the mirage flow and, VOILA, | was shooting 
groups in the 2’s again with more consisten- 
cy than ever before. It took only experience 
with the ammo/gun combination to find how 
much allowance for each mirage change, 
but at least | was moving in the right direc- 
tion. | strongly feel that any big bore shooter 
that is struggling to dope mirage/wind con- 
ditions should do some bench rest shooting. 
Try someone’s B.R. gun and be prepared 
for a lesson on how much wind/mirage can 
move a bullet around. 

By now, you’re probably thinking, “This 
guy’s pushing this bench rest stuff ...” 
You’re partly right. | think Bench Rest is one 
of the most challenging shooting sports. Itis 
definitely the most demanding as far as ac- 
curacy in gun/ammo goes. It is also de- 
manding in that you have to be very alert in 
gun handling and condition doping. Bench 
Rest has helped me build a better big bore 
gun and make better long range ammuni- 
tion. By the same token, big bore has been 
teaching me to work harder to put all five 
shots together on my record target. | think 
bench rest shooters are the friendliest, help- - 
ful and most congenial bunch of shooters | 
have ever met. They are quick to offer help, 
advice, and | was even offered a gun and 
ammo to shoot at my second match. They 
seem to want a new shooter to do well. 

Sorry | got sidetracked. Anyway, mirage 
affects the target in big bore the same way. 
The strategy is different, however. In bench 
rest you shift your aiming point opposite the 
mirage flow. In big bore, you GO WITH THE 
FLOW (I’m a poet and | know it). Let me ex- 
plain: We'll take a condition of mirage run-

ning left to right in varying intensity and oc- 
casionally switching 180°. To see this 
mirage real well | set my scope’s focus to be 
real sharp at some object between the 200 
and 300 yard firing points. It will vary slightly 
as | like to be able to somewhat see the 
scoring rings on the target. Pit people have 
been known to mark a target as a nine and 
have the spotter in the ten ring. Some scor- 
ers will just look at the score disk and give 
you a nine. It’s up to you to notice this and 
bring it to the scorer’s attention. Meanwhile, 
back at the ranch; in bench rest they have 
“mirage boards” which are boards painted 
with black and white horizontal lines about 
one inch wide. This makes the mirage very 
visible. In big bore, we can use the outline of 
the butts, number frame, or even the target 
frame. What is needed is a straight line so 
that the mirage ripples can be seen. 
Hypothetically speaking, let’s say mirage 
is like Figure A and your first sighter impacts 
at 3:00 o’clock in the nine ring one inch away 
from the eight ring. Adjust your sights so the 
group will form between the X ring and ten 
ring but favoring the X ring slightly. My rea- 
soning for this is because when the second 
angle (Figure B) shows up while you are 
squeezing off a shot you will probably still 
stay in the ten ring. While you are in your 
three-minute prep time you should study the 
angle (speed) and try to determine the pat- 
tern that seems to be the most consistent. 
That would be the condition to set your 
sights for and make minor changes as you 
go along. If you should get caught in a re- 
verse you still can stay in the ten ring. This is 
why it is so important to check your scope 
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immediately after firing the shot. You have 
to know if you were shooting in the same 
condition or a change. Sometimes | used to 
call a good shot and it showed up in no- 
man’s land. Doubt, frustration would creep 
in and | would blow the rest of the match. If it 
is possible to shoot your two sighters in dif- 
ferent conditions (preferably opposite ex- 
tremes), then that is the best way to go. If 
the extremes are no more than the width of 
the ten ring then you’ve got it made in the 
shade. Try to shoot in the most consistent 
condition and plot your group where you will 
be hurt the least or not at all if things change. 
It is extremely important to make good 
shots when shooting in mirage. That way, 
you will know if it was conditions that moved 
that last shot. That way, you can make intel- 
ligent decisions in making sight corrections. 

Learn to always look into your scope both 
before and after each shot and try to notice 
any mirage change. Even on days when 
conditions are good, it is a good habit to ac- 
quire. It is important to develop good habits 
when on the line either getting ready to 
shoot or shooting. Practice at home, a step- 
by-step sequence to firing a shot; then do it 
25 times (three extra for good measure). 
After a while, you will do most of it uncon- 
sciously and that will allow you to more 
focus on the present conditions. There are 
extreme conditions that are not covered 
here but I hope | have laid a foundation that 
will help you to deal with extremes. Just re- 
member that everybody else on the line has 
the same conditions as you. | hope this 
helps someone out. Good shooting.

In the modern world, at least here in the 
eastern U.S., the days of live varmint hunt- 
ers getting 75-100 shots apiece in the hunt- 
ing fields are long, long gone.

Over twenty years ago, | 
had a local benchrest shooter, Clyde 
Yockey, make me up a .219 Wasp to my 
specifications. | used a .225 Winchester

case as my basic case, which of course 
gave me a semi-rimmed Wasp.

member the rifle, it had a Mauser actica, 
double set triggers, and had a Douglas !var- 
rel 26” long, that tapered to a 3/4” muzzle. 
Remember those barrel dimensions? That 
was the ultimate configuration back around 
1948. This rifle would group 3/4 of an inch 
for five shots at 100 yards. Wow, that was 
good enough for me . . . | gotta have one! 
Furthermore, the rifle’s owner reminded me 
that the Wasp could get 4000 f.p.s. with a 
50 grain bullet. Harvey Donaldson said so, 
in print yet! Of course in those days Chrono- 
graphs were as rare as .45-70s at a 
benchrest match, so it was a little difficult to 
check out that claim. Since we can’t check it 
out, what the heck, it must be true. When | 
sit back, and reflect a bit, in 1988, about the 
Wasp (with the benefit of hindsight) | realize 
that only a Kindly Providence kept many of 
us from being blown over the target frames 
by Hi-Vel #3 loads that possibly were run- 
ning in the 65,000 p.s.i. area . . . with Mau- 
ser actions, yet! 

A decade or so later, 1960 or so, | discov- 
ered, to my horror, that | could get a .222 
Magnum to do everything that a Wasp 
could, with a heck of a lot less trouble. 

Then there was the .219 Improved Zip- 
per, just about the same as the .225 Win- 
chester, except for the rim, and a few minor 
dimension differences. But that’s another 
story!

Editor: Since | felt that our readers were due 
a better review and analysis than the Good 
Lord made me capable of, | have passed the 
whole shootin’ match along to Rick 
Hornbeck for his testing. I’m sure we will be 
hearing from that good fellow shortly on the 
new trigger.

DR. MARETZO’S TIPPING BOAT TAIL BULLETS 


BOONE HAWKINS 


Dear Dave, 

Dr. Richard Maretzo’s problems Febru- 
ary 7th at Dunhams Bay (PRECISION 
SHOOTING, April 1988) could have been 
due to an insufficient rotational rate neces- 
sary to stabilize the bullets flight. | offer this 
theory based on the following information. 
First, lower temperatures normally result in 
lower velocities. Due to the mechanics of ri- 
fled barrels, lower velocities result in propor- 
tionally lower bullet rotation rates. Second- 
ly, boat-tail bullets are longer than flat base 
bullets of the same weight, diameter, and 
construction. Longer bullets typically re- 
quire higher rotational rates to stabilize their 
flight. Also, the Doctor’s new barrel may 
possibly have a slower rate of twist than his 
previous barrel. Finally, both Dr. Maretzo’s 
and Tom Lake’s accuracy problems were 
resolved when they switched to flat base 
bullets, in as much as these bullets were 
probably shorter, lighter, faster, and there- 
fore rotated at a higher rate. 

Technically advanced shooters do occa- 
sionally overlook the simpler solutions in 
favor of something seemingly more worthy 
of their skills. This theory can be tested by 
shooting the Euber’s boat-tail bullets at re- 
duced velocities to simulate the cold tem- 
peratures.

| read with interest your account of Dr. 
Maretzo’s problems at Dunhams Bay. 

You've probably got a basket full of an- 
swers by now, but you can consider mine. 

The problem is caused by the more dense 
air at the extremely cold shooting tempera- 
tures. The higher density cold air increases 
the overturning moment on the bullet, and 
causes a marginal loss of stability. 

Boat-tail bullets are inherently less stable 
than flat base ones for two reasons. First, 
for a given weight, they are longer. Second, 
because of the tapered heel section, for a 
given weight, the polar moment of inertia 
(that provides the gyroscopic stability fac- 
tor) is less . . . and the two effects combine 
to produce a significantly less stable bullet. 

The fact that some other boat-tail loads 
shot acceptably in another rifle possibly 
could be because of a velocity difference. . . 
or there could be a small amount of muzzle 
crown damage on Dr. Maretzo’s rifle. He 
should examine the crown very carefully 
under magnification. A very small imperfec- 
tion could cause the initial destabilization 
impulse that would be amplified by the very 
cold air density. 

This is essentially the very same problem 
that caused accuracy failures in Arctic test- 
ing of the original 14” twist .223 M16 rifles. 
When the twist was speeded up to 12”, the 
problems disappeared. 

| would have to guess that Creighton 
Audette and Bill Davis would agree with 
these opinions and diagnosis. They are the 
two experts in stability phenomenon. 

Glad to hear that you are staying on as 
the PS editor.

| showed my article that you published in 
PS (March, page 22) to all my friends. | even 
got a call from Montana about it. (Editor: | 
think | remember you. Weren’t you the guy 
with the big target on his jeep . . . that was 
causing all the trouble down at the local 
drive-in last Saturday night?) 

| think that Dr. Maretzo’s problem was 
due to a lack of sufficient velocity for his ri- 
fle’s twist. 

On a cold day the temperature of your 
powder would cause a decrease in muzzle 
velocity. 

On acold day the air is more dense, anda 
bullet would slow down faster on its way to 
the target. 

Solutions? 

1.) Put on a barrel with a faster twist. 

2.) Keep your ammo in an insulated 
ammo box, like | and others in Wyoming and 
Montana do in the winter time. 

3.) Use a shorter bullet that requires less 
twist. 

4.) Use more powder. (Editor: that’s the 
Euber’s proprietary line, and | do not allow 
others to use it in this magazine). Enough so 
that not only is the muzzle velocity higher, 
but also the remaining velocity as the bullet 
nears the target is sufficient so that your 
barrel’s twist will continue to stabilize the 
bullet. 

Precision Shooting (November 1981) on 
the cover gives a graph on how to determine 
twist. 

Hatchers Notebook, on page #399 gives 
the effect of variations in powder tempera- 
ture on muzzle velocity. 

On page #430 he gives reasons for the 
air being denser on a cold day. 

On page #585 he tells how to compute 
the remaining velocity as the bullet nears the 
target. 

The various handloading manuals list the 
velocity that different amounts of powder 
will give.

Even though there are no matches held 
for such rifles (factory barrel, action and 
stock) today . . . there is still aneed for such

ry stock” class, or whatever. | would have to 
think that the “base” of potential shooters 
that might be persuaded to try such amatch 
is huge, relative to the group who might try a 
real benchrest match. The need for a $1500 
investment in a halfway competitive 
benchrest rifle today sure will keep down 
the number of new shooters entering the 
ranks of organized benchrest matches as 
they exist today.

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BILL DAVIS ON THE 


MARETZO BULLET PROBLEM 


Dr. Palmisano 

| have finally gotten around to look at the 
technical problem which you brought to my 
attention, about the “strange happenings” 
at Dunhams Bay last winter. Information re- 
ported in the article by Dr. Maretzo, in the 
April 1988 issue of PRECISION SHOOT- 
ING, confirms that your opinion on the 
cause of the problem is absolutely correct. 
The excessive dispersion and yawing bul- 
lets were clearly due to insufficient gyro- 
scopic stability, and these problems would 
not have occurred with barrels employing 
the 13” twist which you have advocated for 
use with the 6mm benchrest bullets weigh- 
ing about 70 grains. Given the preference of 
benchrest shooters for the 14” twist, which 
provides only very marginal gyroscopic sta- 
bility, the “strange” results were the perfect- 
ly predictable consequences of shooting in 
the frigid air temperatures that prevailed 
during the match. 

The gyroscopic behavior of spin- 
stabilized bullets is one of the most misun- 
derstood subjects in the shooting game. 
The very best explanation that | have ever 
seen in the popular literature is given in two 
articles by the late Col. E. H. Harrison, in the 
AMERICAN RIFLEMAN issues of July 
1962 and November 1965. Unfortunately 
the problems of gyroscopic stability are so 
complicated that even the simplest correct 
explanation involves mathematics that are 
not easy to understand. The fundamental 
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concept involved is the “gyroscopic stability 
factor”, sometimes abbreviated as “SG”. 
Without going into mathematical details, it 
can be said that the stability factor is the pri- 
mary numerical indicator of the bullet’s abili- 
ty to remain point-forward in flight. The the- 
oretical boundary between a “stable” bullet 
and an “unstable” one occurs at a value of 
1.00 for SG. All bullets yaw (“tip”) more or 
less, shortly after leaving the muzzle, and 
they continue to yaw in a periodic or cyclic 
motion as they fly down range. If the gyro- 
scopic stability factor is less than 1.00, then 
the yaw tends to increase in successive cy- 
cles, and the bullet eventually tumbles in 
flight. If the stability factor is greater than 
1.00, then the periodic yawing motion is re- 
duced in amplitude (“damped”, not “damp- 
ened” as is sometimes written) during suc- 
cessive cycles, so that it practically 
disappears. The higher the stability factor, 
the more rapidly the yaw is damped. 

It is obvious that the gyroscopic stability 
factor must at least be greater than 1.00, 
but the question is how much greater 
should it be. It is fairly well known that the 
spin of the bullet (and the stability factor) are 
related to the dispersion (“accuracy”) on the 
target, but this relationship is much more 
complicated than is commonly supposed. 
Col. Harrison’s articles explain correctly 
that there are four distinctly different ways 
in which accuracy is related to the spin of the 
bullet. Three of these relationships indicate 
that accuracy tends to be improved by re- 
ducing the bullet spin, while the fourth indi- 
cates that accuracy tends to be improved 
by increasing the bullet spin. Which of these 
opposite effects will predominate cannot be 
categorically predicted, because the out- 
come depends on certain characteristics of 
the barrel and ammunition, and the condi- 
tions of use. In general, the lower the quality 
of bullets and barrels, the greater is the ini- 
tial yaw of the bullet after launching, and the 


higher is the stability factor required to pro- 
duce acceptable accuracy. Conversely, the 
higher the quality of bullets and barrels, the 
less is the initial yaw of the bullet after 
launching, and the lower is the stability fac- 
tor that can be tolerated without adversely 
affecting accuracy. It is this fact that entices 
benchrest shooters to operate, often delib- 
erately, very close to the edge of the gyro- 
scopic stability in their choices of bullets and 
barrels. Because of the excellent quality of 
benchrest bullets and barrels, their accura- 
cy may remain excellent under favorable 
conditions even when the stability factor is 
only slightly above 1.00. Unfortunately, 
however, any change in conditions that 
slightly increases the initial yaw, or slightly 
reduces the stability factor as evidently it did 
for some at the frigid temperatures during 
the match at Dunhams Bay, can result in 
disaster. 

We measured on the optical comparator 
one of the typical 6mm 70-grain HPBT 
benchrest bullets that you sent to me some 
time ago, and the inclosed drawing was 
made on the computer from these measure- 
ments. From the bullet dimensions, | calcu- 
lated the gyroscopic stability factor under 
various conditions. The computer program 
that | use to calculate the stability factor for 
standard atmospheric conditions is based 
on some excellent work done at the U.S. 
Army Ballistic Research Laboratory by my 
friend Bob McCoy, an extremely competent 
aerodynamicist and ballistician, who has 
made literally thousands of ballistic meas- 
urements on spin-stabilized projectiles, 
using the highly sophisticated facilities avail- 
able to him at Aberdeen Proving Ground. 
The stability factor under other atmospheric 
conditions can be calculated very accurate- 
ly from the data for standard conditions. | 
have done the calculations, both for the 
boattail bullet shown in the drawing, and for 
a flat-base bullet that is otherwise identical

to the boattail bullet shown. The relation- 
ship between stability factor and air temper- 
ature at constant muzzle velocity is shown 
in Table 1, and the relationship between sta- 
bility factor and muzzle velocity at constant 
temperature is shown in Table 2. 

As shown in Table 1, this particular 70- 
grain 6mm HPBT benchrest bullet, fired 
from the benchrester’s usual 14” twist, has 
a stability factor under standard atmospher- 
ic conditions (59°F at sea level) of about 
1.16, which is somewhat (if not very com- 
fortably) above the critical minimum of 1.00. 
It shoots well at moderate temperature, if 
launched with small yaw from a barrel of ex- 
cellent quality. As the temperature drops, 
however, so does the stability factor, which 
comes perilously close to 1.00 as the air 
temperature approaches O0°F, and drops 
below 1.00 at a few degrees below zero. Itis 
interesting to note in Dr. Maretzo’s account 
of his misadventures at Dunhams Bay that 
his boattail bullets were yawing and shoot- 
ing wild at -10°F. Another interesting ob- 
servation is that an otherwise identical flat- 
base bullet, in the same 14” twist, has a 
stability factor of about 1.26 at the standard 
PRECISION SHOOTING — JULY, 1988 
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temperature of 59°F, and manages to stay 
at least a little above 1.00 even at —-10°F. 
When Dr. Maretzo switched to Myles 
Hollister’s flat-base bullets, his wild groups 
and the elongated holes made by yawing 
bullets were immediately corrected. 
Shooters quite commonly suppose that 
adding a few grains of powder to the charge 
can solve a problem of insufficient gyro- 
scopic stability. In fact Dr. Maretzo reports 
that he tried that at Dunhams Bay, without 
success. Table 2 illustrates the fact that his 
is not a very effective remedy. Increasing 
the muzzle velocity from 3350 fps to 3900 
fps, for example, increases the stability fac- 
tor by only about 2 percent. If the effect of 
adding a few grains to the powder charge 
appears to correct a problem of inadequate 
gyroscopic stability, you must recognize 
that you are still not more than one or two 
percent removed from disaster, and you 
could be in the same trouble again if the air 
temperature were to drop by as little as ten 
degrees. The problem is not solved, but only 
temporarily masked, by increasing the muz- 
zle velocity. The only effective solution for a 
problem of insufficient gyrocsopic stability is

to change either the bullet design or the 
twist of rifling. 

Shooters being argumentative by nature, 
some will undoubtedly argue against this 
explanation because not everyone shooting 
a 14” twist at Dunhams Bay suffered the 
same problems at the same time as Dr. 
Maretzo. In fact that is quite understand- 
able. It is fairly well known that the actual 
twist (helix angle) in rifled barrels is subject 
to some tolerance, and does not always 
conform precisely to the nominal twist. This 
is particularly true of button-rifled barrels. | 
recall that careful measurements made ona 
great many button-rifled military M16 rifle 
barrels showed variations as great as about 
+ 1/2 inch from the nominal twist. | also re- 
call a recent article in PRECISION SHOOT- 
ING which reported that quite noticeable 
variations in twist had been measured even 
in high-quality benchrest barrels. Since the 
stability factor varies inversely as the 
square of the twist in inches per turn, a fairly 
small difference in twist at the muzzle can 
make a significant difference in stability fac- 
tor. Specifically, the stability factor obtained

with a barrel having an actual twist of 14.5” 
is less by about 7 percent than that with a 
barrel having a twist of exactly 14.0”. Thisis 
illustrated in Table 2. Since not all barrels of 
the same nominal twist are created precise- 
ly equal, itis not surprising that some barrels 
having a nominal 14” twist encounter prob- 
lems while others do not, under the same at- 
mospheric conditions, if in fact the stability 
factor is hovering within a few percent of 
1.00. Furthermore, of course, small differ- 
ences among bullets can undoubtedly 
change the stability factor a few percent in 
either direction. Whether or not the bullets 
keyhole and fly wild under conditions of very 
marginal stability is determined by the luck 
of the draw, depending on a number of small 
and usually unrecognized variables in the 
particular bullets or barrels. 


GYROSCOPIC STABILITY FACTOR VS. 


These small differences would be insignif- 
icant in their effects if the system were de- 
signed with an adequate margin of gyro- 
scopic stability in the first place. | am aware 
that many successful benchrest competi- 
tors will disagree, but it is a fact that suffi- 
cient bullet spin to assure gyroscopic stabili- 
ty under all reasonable firing conditions is 
not significantly detrimental to accuracy, 
and adequate stability is absolutely neces- 
sary for reliable and consistent performance 
under different conditions. Marginal stability 
leads to inconsistent performance under 
changing conditions. The concept of “over 
stabilization” in small-arms projectiles, 
which lots of shooters talk about but very 
few can correctly define or truly understand, 
is mostly myth. Col. Harrison's articles sug- 
gest three levels of stability factor, depend- 
ing on the type of gun-ammunition system 
involved. For military small arms that are 
used in all kinds of environments, with a va- 


riety of different bullets, in barrels that are 
sometimes hot, heavily fouled and perhaps 
of mediocre quality, he suggests a minimum 
stability factor of about 2.0. For artillery pro- 
jectiles that may be used in high-angle fire 
(where “over-stabilization” can be truly a 
problem) and for small arms using well 
made lead-core bullets of good quality, in 
barrels of uniformly good quality, he sug- 
gests a minimum stability factor of about 
1.6. Finally, he says: “A third level of stability 
factor, at about 1.3, definitely is an extreme, 
useful only when small grouping under fa- 
vorable conditions is the primary objective 
and reliability need not be absolute. This 
stability level is about as low as it is possible 
to go with reasonable assurance, even in 
such rifles.” My own experience in the de- 
sign and testing of small-arms systems is 
quite consistent with Col. Harrison’s obser- 
vations. | have never seen convincing evi- 
dence that reducing the stability factor 
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below 1.5 produced any improvement 
whatsoever in accuracy, and | have indeed 
seen lower stability factors produce very 
bad accuracy under some conditions, somy 
own practice is to design for a stability fac- 
tor of at least 1.5 with any bullet that might 
be used. 

With this in mind, you should look again at 
the stability factors for standard atmo- 
spheric temperature (59°F) in Table 1. The 
stability factor of 1.16 obtained in a 14” 
twist with this typical 6mm HPBT bullet, is 
definitely too far below the absolute mini- 
mum design criterion of SG = 1.30. Your 
stated preference for a 13” twist in 6mm 
benchrest barrels made for this class of bul- 
lets is clearly better, giving a value of SG = 
1.34. Even for 6mm flat-base bullets of the 
same weight, the stability factor in a 14” 
twistis only 1.26, which | believe is really too 
marginal if you want to avoid unduly “fussy” 
rifle‘ammunition performance. The value of 
SG = 1.46 for the flat-base bullet in the 13” 
twist is nearly ideal, in my opinion. If | 
planned to build a benchrest rifle for 6mm 
bullets up to about 70 grains, my choice 
would probably be a 13” twist, but if | 
planned to shoot at air temperatures below 
about 30°F, | would certainly use flat-base 
bullets in it. If | planned to do much shooting 
at sub-zero temperatures, | would definitely 
prefer a 12” twist, though the 13” twist with 
flat-base bullets would probably suffice for 
occasional low-temperature use. 

This was an interesting technical ques- 
tion, and | hope the answers will be useful to 
you. The “strange happenings” at 
Dunhams Bay were really not strange at all, 
but quite predictable on the basis of well es- 
tablished engineering principles of gun and 
ammunition design. If you wish to share any 
of this information with your friends in the 
benchrest game, of course you are wel- 
come to do so. Some of the information is 
contrary to the firmly enshrined folklore that 
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many shooters enjoy and accept as fact, 
and you will undoubtedly be denounced as a 
heretic by some of your friends. Tell ’em at 
your own risk.

RIFLE STOCK FLEXURE VS. ACCURACY 


Dear Dave, 

For the past few months | have been ex- 
perimenting with stock flexure and how it af- 
fects accuracy. I’m sure everyone has had a 
rifle that just will not agg consistently. Wellin 
my case | had alight varmint class rifle with a 
standard fiberglass stock that was pretty 
limp (| won’t name the brand). The rifle 
would shoot only fair by free recoil but put

opened up. Then if | put a lot of pressure on 
the rifle with a tight hold the groups would 
get half way respectable. Then the problem 
became one of consistent hold and with that 
much pressure consistency is hard to come 
by. From this | could see that some of the 
fluctuation was coming from shot to shot 
variation from whatever (bullet imbalance, 
firing pin fall, primer, powder) and the resul- 
tant non-repeating movement in the stock. 
The larger the movement in the stock the 
more movement on the target. When | 
added pressure to the rifle | was doing two 
things, adding mass to the rifle and 
preloading the stock which really is a spring. 
This reduced bullet displacement since | 
was decreasing stock movement due to 
added mass and dampening the vibration 
by preloading the spring (stock). Next to 
make sure this was indeed the case | made 
up an adjustable wedge assembly to fit be- 
tween the stock forearm and barrel. Sure 
enough with the wedge in place the bullet 
impact climbed about 1 3/8” higher on the 
target and groups got smaller even when 
large hold pressure variations on the rifle. 
This proved to me that stock flexure does in 
fact affect bullet impact point. A good indi- 
cation of stock flexure is the time-proven 
method of simply squeezing the barrel and 
forearm with the thumb and index finger. At 


the Cactus Classic in Phoenix | had the op- 
portunity to squeeze a number of good 
shooting rifles and all of them were extreme- 
ly firm if not almost rock hard especially in 
the 1312 pound class. | also found out that a 
lot of shooters are using firm holds on their 
10¥%2 pound guns and light holds or free re- 
coil on the heavier rifles. From this point | 
began to wonder just how much does stock 
flexure vary as stock weight and rigidity in- 
creases. If a more rigid stock can increase 
accuracy and decrease stock sensitivity to 
hold variations then it seems more logical to 
beef up the stock structure then to add 
metal weight just to have a class weight 
rifle. In order to find out what typical flexure 
is in different weight and type construction 
stocks a good apples and apples test was 
needed. | called Kelly McMillan at the Gale 
McMillan Co. who make a large number of 
composite stocks both of fiberglass and 
graphite. Kelly said he routinely makes up 
special weight and configuration stocks to 
customer specifications. When | told him 
what | wanted to do he also expressed inter- 
est in a good comparison test and offered to 
make up several weight stocks in both fiber- 
glass and graphite all using their benchrest 
pattern and inletted for a 40x action. Ina few 
weeks the stocks arrived and the following 
test measurements were made:

All measurements were extremely stable 
and repeatable. After the weight or pull was 
removed the dial indicator would always re- 
turn to its zero position. This indicates that 
the composite material has no memory. As 
can be seen in the data the heavy graphite 
#5 stock has fantastic rigidity. Keep in mind 
that approximately .001” of stock flexure 
can make as much as .250” impact change 
on the target. So the errors from anything 
causing NON-REPEATABLE stock flexure 
or vibrations such as sand bags, riile hold, 
bullet imbalance, firing pin fall, powder, 
primer, are reduced as stock flexure de- 
creases thus minimizing the error at the tar- 
get. The data shows that the stocks get 
stiffer as more material is added. The graph- 


ite constructions show a considerable im- 
provement over plain fiberglass for a given 
weight. Additional graphite layup configura- 
tions are being tested that may show even 
more improvement in the future.

McMillan for providing the test stocks so 
that all of us might have some better insight 
on stock fiexure as it affects rifle accuracy.

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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


With the Super Shoot now history we 
move into the main part of our season with 
anticipation. As you are aware we have a 
newly revised rulebook to use this season. If 
you have not read it carefully or have not yet 
been affected by new rules, let me point out 
some of them which may affect you during 
the season. 

One which is not new for 88 but is new 
enough that you may be unaware of how it 
is applied. Section V, paragraph G, subpar- 
agraph 2 spells out the fact that you no long- 
er get disqualified for record shots outside 
the border and on the target. Instead this 
shot or shots is measured as part of the 
group and 2 minutes of angle penalty is 
added for each shot. At a recent very windy 
shoot one competitor put 3 shots in the bor- 
der area of the target and wound up with a 
14 inch group on a target that only measure 
about 8 inches wide. 

Another rule, which by the way is new this 
season, assesses a 1/4 minute of angle 
penalty for each shot crossfired. If you 
should be so unfortunate as to fire your en- 
tire group on a target other than your own at 
200 yards you will receive a 21 inch penalty 
added to your group size. This surely will 
put a crimp in your quest for a range or 
grand aggregate win for that match. 

Your varmint committee and your execu- 
tive board have recently met to discuss the 
matter of a protest filed by a group shooter. 
After a thorough investigation by both 
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groups and with verbal and written testimo- 
ny provided by a number of those involved 
or present, the executive board sustained 
the protest. While this is a somewhat rare 
occurrence, some facts are important for all 
competitors to understand. First of all, | be- 
lieve this action points out that a legitimate 
and proper protest will receive fair and con- 
sidered treatment by all involved in reaching 
a decision. Secondly, the referees in this in- 
stance made a decision based upon what 
they felt was a rulebook violation, when in 
fact no violation actually occurred. We must 
bear in mind that referees at our matches 
are most generally fellow competitors in the 
event and not trained professionals. A third 
point to consider is that of scoring the tar- 


gets of a disqualified competitor in case a 
protest is lodged and is sustained. Our 
rulebook states that this competitor is enti- 
tled to his scores and aggregate if his pro- 
test is decided in his favor. 
| believe the above incident points out that 

our rules are equitable. Our sport as well as 
our country is democratic, and healthier be- 
cause it is. | don’t believe the actions taken 
in this case carry any more of a message 
than, we have rules to protect all partici- 
pants in our sport. Whether these partici- 
pants are clubs, officials or competitors 
their actions will be judged on their merit and 
within the guidelines of the rulebook.

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SINGLE SHOT COLUME 
The Cultural Part of the Magazine 


A Provenance is a history of an artifact 
that proves its origins. Generally associated 
with fine art, a history of ownership is also 
becoming important in the collecting of an- 
tique and historic single shot rifles. The driv- 
ing force behind the recent interest in Prove- 
nance is the increasing value of single shots. 
A few years ago they were just old guns that 
people shot, “fixed”, and “improved”. Now 
that a nice factory Hi-Wall is fetching 
$1,500, a factory original Long Range 
Borchardt $7,000, and a Remington Walker 
$37,000; there is increasing motivation to 
restore and augment the condition and his- 
tory of old single shots. The vast number of 
variations of factory rifles, and the ease with 
which the value of a rifle can be augmented 
by improving its condition and features, 
makes “Originality” increasingly difficult to 
determine. The only protection even the 
knowledgeable collector has is to get a his- 
tory of the rifle, along with the rifle itself, that 
documents what has happened since the 
piece’s manufacture. For a demonstration 
of the value of a Provenance, try selling a 
National Match 1903 Springfield or Garand 
with “Papers”. 

In most cases a complete Provenance is 
impossible to obtain as the average single

PROVENANCE

shot rifle was a tool used to augment the 
diet with animal proteins. Fortunately, the 
high grade target rifles were very expen- 
sive. They were frequently special ordered 
from the factory or a custom builder. Their 
purchasers valued them enough to keep 
correspondence, Bills of Sale, shooting re- 
cords, and targets. When single shot target 
rifles went to second and third generation 
owners and were eventually passed on to 
new owners, they brought a lot of money (as 
they still do). The buyers were usually col- 
lectors or dealers that understood their 
value and made an effort to preserve the ri- 
fle’s history. The gaps in a Provenance usu- 
ally seem to occur when a rifle moves thru 
an estate sale conducted by a disinterested 
relative or an auctioneer that does not spe- 
cialize in firearm sales. 

Many times fine single shots have re- 
mained in families so they have effectively 
had only one owner. It is still possible to buy 
a single shot target rifle that has had only 
three or four owners since it was built. 

A Provenance can have three different 
types of materials; Primary documents, 
Secondary documents, and published ma- 
terials. The Stout Collection (“Precision 
Shooting” December, 1987) is a group of 
three Schuetzen rifles with accessories that 
came with all three types of paper. The ri- 
fles, two Schoyens and a Zischang, are in- 
teresting but not spectacular. What makes 
the collection exciting is the accessories 
and the Provenance. The Stout collection 
will be used to demonstrate the various ele- 
ments of a good Provenance. 

Primary documentation is paper that is di- 
rectly associated with a particular rifle. It is 
the most difficult to get and the most valu- 
able because it establishes the origin of the 
rifle, the chain of ownership, and details 
changes in the condition of a rifle. The most 
important bit of primary documentation to 
be had concerns the manufacture of a rifle. 
Fortunately, some factory records are still 
available for Winchester and Sharps rifles. 
The records are incomplete in both cases 
but the odds of finding some information are 
good enough to warrant paying the search 
fee. There are also a few records left from 
some of the custom makers. A Bill of Sale 
documenting the transfer of ownership of a 


rifle, letters describing the building of a cus- 
tom rifle or subsequent work done on arifle, 
and targets fired by the rifle, are all Primary 
documents. Photographs and drawings 
that are signed or have notations, and are 
also dated, are also Primary documents. 

There are a number of Primary docu- 
ments in the Stout Collection Provenance. 
The Provenance has a series of targets 
fired, signed, and dated by Samuel Stout. 
There are photographs taken by Stout for 
publication by “Shooting and Fishing”. 
Stout was a professional photographer so it 
isn’t surprising to find original photographs 
as part of the package. More subtle, but as 
it turned out essential, documentation came 
in the form of addresses on envelopes that 
held targets and some of the photography, 
and a label on a cigar box. One envelope 
had the name Samuel Stout and an address 
in El Paso, Texas; the only key in the entire 
collection as to who the owner was. Anoth- 
er envelope, with notations on the back, 
identified one of the owners of the collection 
in the early 1950’s. The cigar box label 
placed Samuel Stout in Paxton, Illinois at 
the turn of the century, which enabled a 
search of the public records in the County 
Court House in Paxton. 

Secondary documentation is more diffi- 
Cult to define. Generally, written information 
associated with a rifle but not documenting 
the activities of an owner is Secondary doc- 
umentation. For instance, an oral history or 
letters about a particular rifle, but not gener- 
ated by the principals, is Secondary docu- 
mentation. A photograph of a rifle that can 
be dated but has no original notations by the 
photographer linking it.to the rifle is Secon- 
dary documentation. Photocopies of Pri- 
mary documents, properly notarized, are 
Secondary documents. Notary laws vary 
between states, but in New York State a 
Notary stamp attests that a copy was made 
of a document on a particular date. The No- 
tary cannot verify the authenticity of the 
original document, just that it is a genuine 
copy of an original document. 

In assembling information about Samuel 
Stout, there was correspondence between 
Hair Trigger (the researcher who found and 
documented the collection) and the family. 
Hair Trigger also obtained and recorded an 
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oral history of the collection’s travels. Cop- 
ies of public records in Paxton, Illinois about 
Samuel Stout’s activities were obtained. 
These are all Secondary records. Since its 
acquisition, the present owner has photo- 
graphed and fired the rifles. Are these Pri- 
mary or Secondary documents? 

Whether a document is Primary or Sec- 
ondary is a minor point. Sometime, when a 
single shot Provenance has clearly defined 
economic value, the Provenance with most- 
ly Primary documents will be worth more 
than one with mostly Secondary docu- 
ments. 

The third element of a Provenance is pub- 
lished materials. There are published refer- 
ences which seldom can be directly tied to a 
particular rifle but often are about a shooter 
or owner and add to the body of knowledge 
about a rifle. With the advent of the shooting 
press about 1870, there evolved a body of 
published material that can be indirectly as- 
sociated with a particular rifle. Many of the 
early muzzle loading and single shot char- 
acters were ferocious writers. They en- 
gaged in verbal repartee that lasted for two 
years. Sometimes they were not nice. 
Lowe, Pope, Sidel and many others ap- 
peared frequently both as feature writers 
and letter writers. They also appeared in ad- 
vertisements. Many of Pope’s best groups 
can be seen in ads for Peters ammunition 
and Stevens rifles. 

Samuel Stout wrote three letters to 
“Shooting and Fishing” around the turn of 
the century. In one he is pictured sitting with 
one of the rifles in the collection. In another 
there is a photograph of a 10-shot group. 
The original photo is part of the collection. 
Hair Trigger was also able to find a copy of 
Samuel's obituary, in Texas, which outlined 
his professional activities and advertise- 
ments for Stout’s photographic studio in 
Paxton, Illinois. 

In the late 20’s and early 30’s, many rifles 
were offered for sale in the back of “Ameri- 
can Rifleman”. With a partial Provenance, it 
may be possible to tie a rifle with the next 
owner back. The advertisements never list 
serial numbers, but many fine single shots 
have distinctive features and not infrequent- 
ly itis possible to make a case for a particu- 
lar rifle to have been offered for sale by a 
particular person at a particular time. 

The major element missing from the 
Stout Provenance is information concern- 
ing his acqpiisition of the three rifles. Unfor- 
tunately, little documentation on either 
Schoyen or Zischang has survived. In 
Schoyen’s case, there was a fire in the fami- 
ly home shortly after Schoyen died, and it is 
assumed that most of his business records 
were destroyed. After Zischang’s son went 
out of business, the new owner cleaned out 
the shop and burned all of the old “junk” in 
the back yard. It is not known whether Sam- 
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uel Stout bought his rifles from the makers 
or bought them second hand. He mentions 
buying molds for the Zischang so he must 
have had some correspondence, but none 
has been found. Unfortunately, when the 
building in which Stout had his photography 
business was sold, all of his “junk” was dis- 
carded too. 

A Provenance is not fixed in time but 
grows as the circumstance of the rifle 
changes. When a collector acquires a rifle 
and then passes it on to another, the trans- 
actions must be added to the chain of own- 
ership. If any work is performed on the rifle, 
notes on the kind of work, receipts, etc., 
should be added to the file. If the rifle is used 
in a significant event, it wins a match or is 
photographed and used in a book or a mag- 
azine article, the event should be recorded.

WHERE TO START 

It is essential the collector start to gener- 
ate a Provenance before taking possession 
of a rifle. Insist that any paper (old Bills of 
Sale, targets, photographs of the rifle, or 
correspondence by previous owners) be 
part of the deal. When the money is visible 
but not in-hand is when the seller is most co- 
operative. Keep in mind that when the rifle is 
sold (after all, nothing is forever), every bit of 
information assembled when buying will 
translate into dollars when selling. Fre- 
quently the owners like to keep the paper. If 
it can’t be pried loose, at least get photocop- 
ies of the documents and have the photo- 
copies dated and notarized. Do not pay for 
the rifle until the paper is in-hand. Once the 
deal is done and the rifle is handed over, it is 
remarkably difficult to actually take posses- 
sion of the documentation. It seems that 
most often the documents are hidden away 
in a box or a file in some forgotten place. A 
rifle is too big and too valuable to lose, but 
targets, Bills of Sale, and irregular bits of 
paper have a way of getting left in the attic 
along with Great Uncle Henry’s tatty old 
butterfly collection. 

Never, never throw anything away or mix 
it up with a different rifle. Keep all of the en- 
velopes, all of the boxes, and every scrap of 
paper no matter how insignificant it seems. 
A lot of the documentation is old and comes 
in odd sizes which makes it easy to lose. 
With the newly-acquired bit of Provenance 
in hand, get an accordian envelope, with the 
serial number of the rifle on it, to keep the 
documenation in even if it is only one piece 
of paper. A better system is to buy some ar-

chival plastic sleeves and start a notebook. 
The sleeves cost about $.70 each and the 
notebook a few dollars. Not too much extra 
to spend after dropping $1,500 on a Hi-Wall. 
Besides, a line of notebooks on the shelf 
looks nice in the shop. While talking with the 
seller, get as much oral history about the 
rifle as can be had. Write it down, date it, 
and have the seller sign the document. This 
isn’t particularly valuable, but it does estab- 
lish a body of information at a specific point 
in time. Frequently the seller will have incor- 
rect information, but it will serve as a start- 
ing point for future work. The rule in building 
a Provenance is: “The more paper, the bet- 
ter”. 

If there is no Provenance, start one. The 
easiest thing to do is start the Provenance 
with the name of the seller; if the seller is a 
dealer, obtain the name of the real previous 
owner. Many dealers are reluctant to reveal 
the names of previous owners because they 
like to protect their sources, the previous 
owner wants to remain anonymous, or 
there is something wrong with the rifle and 
the dealer does not want you, the new 
owner, to find out about it. For cheap rifles 
(less than $1,500), you are not going to get 
hurt too bad if it shoots. After $1,500 you 
are paying collector prices and should get 
collector value. If the dealer will not provide 
relevant information, not only is the value of 
the rifle diminished, but your chances of 
buying a rifle that has been misrepresented 
are much higher. If the dealer won’t provide 
the name of the prevous owner, one should 
seriously consider not taking the rifle. There 
are always more rifles to buy and there are a 
lot more dealers with rifles to sell than there 
are serious buyers of single shots. 

If you are able to identify the previous 
owner, find out who he got it from. Usually a 
person will remember where a particular 
rifle came from. Unfortunately, to get three 
owners back you may be trying to reach

back 15 or 20 years. In 20 years, people die 
and memories develop gaps. Good Luck. 
If the rifle is a Winchester, Sharps, or a 
Pope, you should contact the custodian of 
the relevant archive and have them initiate 
the search process. To get Winchester to 
do the job, you have to send in the model 
number of the rifle, the serial number, and a 
check for $25. Not all rifles have records. If 
they find a record, Winchester will keep your 
money and send you a letter with any infor- 
mation they might find. If they are unable to 
find anything, your check will be returned. 
The Sharps Factory Archive is maintained 
by Dr. R. L. Moore. For $25 he will do a 
search if you have a serial number. The re- 
cords are not complete for all Sharps but are 
for almost all of the metallic cartridge mod- 


els. The Pope Archive is maintained by the 


American Single Shot Rifle Association 
(ASSRA). Searches will only be done for 
members and are free, though a donation to 
the Archive Fund would be appreciated. Un- 
fortunately, the Pope Archive is not indexed 
so searches take a while, and more often 
than not, do not yield any information. The 
situation will improve as the Archive grows 
and is indexed. 

The final place to look is in old shooting 
magazines. “Shooting and Fishing”, “Arms 
and the Man”, “Outdoor Life”, and “Forest 
and Stream” are not available to most col- 
lectors. These were the primary media for 
single shot shooters up to about 1923. Un- 
fortunately, sets of the magazines are rare 
and none have been indexed. About the 
best the average single shot collector can 
do is start buying old “American Rifleman”. 
There is a surprising amount of single shot 
material in all of the pre-WWII issues, and 
they are still not beyond the means of the 
serious single shot collector. 

Photograph the rifle. The photographs 
are useful for insurance purposes, but more 
importantly, they document the rifle at a par- 
ticular point in time. When the prints are re- 
turned, sign and date them on the back and 
write down the serial number of the rifle. 
Photographs are also useful when it comes 
time to sell the rifle. Especially as guns al- 
ways seem to look better in photographs

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than they do in real life. It is also nice to have 
a chamber case, a slug of the bore, and a 
few bullets from the mold (assuming one 
came with the rifle). Label all of these things 
as soon as they are made. It is surprising 
how easy it is to forget which 32-40 slug 
goes with which rifle once there are ten dif- 
ferent ones in the drawer. One should also 
keep a sample target (the best one of 
course as it most certainly represents the 
normal performance of the rifle) if the rifle is 
fired. As always, sign and date the target. 
None of these things are essential, but they 
are easy to do and can prove useful to have 
around. 

Finally, before selling a fully-documented 
rifle, make a complete copy of the Prove- 
nance and have everything notarized. Not 
everyone appreciates the value of paper, 
and the Neanderthal that buys your historic 
piece may misplace the package. The next 
guy after him might be willing to pay a lot of 
money for a well-done Provenance.

DON GENTNER 


| am very aware of a story going around 
about a benchrest shooter who won a real 
major match in 1987. The story, as related 
to me by no less than three shooters, says 
“________- uses _so-and-so’s barrels, 
and I’m amazed to hear that he can win with 
them. The word is that he had to try five of 
them before he found a winner”. 

| find this to border on the dumb. . . even, 
shall we say, the downright stupid. The 
shooter, , is one of the top 
benchrest shooters of the day. An experi- 
enced benchrest shooter (one who has fired 
in ten registered matches, to use an arbi- 
trary yardstick) can tell the difference be- 
tween a .250 (100 yard) aggregate barrel, 
and a .200 (100 yard) aggregate in 200-250 
rounds of testing. Note please that some 
barrels don’t want to start shooting for a 
hundred rounds or so; others shoot well 
from the first shot. There are well under 500 
shooters that have enough shooting experi- 
ence and enough loading experience to tell 
the difference between the .250 barrel .. . 
and the .200 barrel, and whose judgment | 
would listen to. 

Now, to make the matter a little more 
qualified, there are well less than 50 shoot- 
ers ... who can make an empirical judg- 
ment... that | would respect . . . on the dif- 
ference between a .200 barrel ... and a 
.175 aggregate barrel. The shooter in ques- 
tion, , is one of those 50... 
Tony Boyer is another. 

Like it or not, Tony Boyer told the truth. 
Some barrels are better than others. You 
can do well at matches, win local matches, 
even get into the top twenty at the Nationals 
with a GOOD barrel. If you want to win the 
Nationals, you will however need a “hum- 
mer” barrel ... along with a lot of experi- 
ence. For the new shooter to aspire to win 
major matches is laudable . . . just as it is 
laudable for the new golfer to win the Mas- 
ters. But if the brand-new golfer, down at 
the pro-shop, picking up the club. . . that he 
barely knows how to hold . . . and says to 
the pro. . .I’mnot going to buy these unless 
you tell me that | can be immediately com- 
petitive with them ... in fact I’m not even 
going to take up golf unless | can be immedi- 
ately competitive . . . alot of golf pros | know 
are going to take the new club back, returnit 
to stock ... and tell the guy that when he

has grown up to the point where he doesn’t 
embarrass himself with stupid statements 
any longer . . . come on back. 

If however we have any barrel makers 
who feel that they make all their barrels 
equal, | would be pleased to publish their 
declaration to this effect. 

We will, alas, continue to publish the 
truth, as we see it, and as it is known at the 
moment. The truth is that some barrels are 
better than others. Some actions are better 
than others. Some scopes are better than 
others. Some triggers are better than oth- 
ers. | may not like it, but some issues of this 
magazine are better than others. 

Why pick on Tony Boyer because he told 
the truth about barrels? It’s widely known in 
competitive benchrest that the scopes we 
use are less than one hundred per cent per- 
fect, as we take a new one out of the box. 
Some are MUCH more reliable than others 
... others are completely erratic . . . either 
from the start . . . of just “at times”. 

All the new shooter needs is a good bar- 
rel. Maybe the fates will be kind, and give 
him a “hummer” barrel right from the start. 
But, be it a good barrel, or a great barrel, 
he’ll probably have it shot out before he him- 
self is near his potential as a competitive 
benchrest shooter. The best way to learn is 
to have your posterior kicked, by dumb 
things that you did. On the basis of that cri- 
teria . . . boy, can you ever learn a lot in this 
sport! 

| think it more important that the new 
shooter realize that . . . than for him to brood 
about the possibility that his new barrel may 
be merely a “good” barrel. Organized, com- 
petitive sports where a newcomer can 
come in “off the street” . . .and start winning 
big matches ... or big games ... or big 
races ... or big tournaments . . . are rather 
rare, in my experience). 


One more little matter and | will say adios. 
| understand that Don Geraci is asking why 
you print so many articles on other than the 
P.P.C. | hope he realizes that the present 
P.P.C. the one that is available from Sako 
as of the beginning of 1987 may have some 
serious metallurgical problems. | say prob- 
lems, if you are one who shoots hot loads. 
One example is during the hottest and 
humid days this past summer, | was shoot- 
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ing 28.7 grains of H322, G.I. Lot No. 1585. 
My case life was limited to just one aggre- 
gate. After five or six firings, the case was 
very tight to chamber, this resulting in a dis- 
tinct loss of accuracy. | attempted to full 
length size, my sizing die is made to size the 
bottom of the case, | set the die to move the 
shoulder back five thousandths of a inch. 
After performing the above sizing operation, 
the cases would chamber fine for only three 
or four firings and then it was the same oper- 
ation over again and after the second sizing 
operation its life was limited to one firing and 
trash the cases. 

When | first started shooting in benchrest 
matches in 1981, the PPC was practically 
indestructible, cases lasted the entire 
shooting season, now it is just the opposite, 
tight chambering PPC are becoming more 
and more of a problem and nobody seems 
to admit to it or do anything about the prob- 
lem. My intention is to do a spectrographic 
analysis of the elemental compositions on 
PPC from 1981 through 1987. We also plan 
to study the metallographic aspects of 
these cases, that is compare hardness and 
grain size differences if there are any. It 
seems to me that Sako has made some 
changes to the PPC, | can only guess why 
and do not want to go public as to my opin- 
ion at this point in time. 

Keep up the good work, Dave. Hope to 
see you at Johnstown next week.

Dear Dave, 

The March and April issues of P.S. ar- 
rived almost simultaneously (surface mail) 
so | did not have too much time to get con- 
cerned over the management problem re- 
vealed in March and resolved by April. 

| felt that the “plug” for the PPC was un- 
necessary as it is very obvious that it is ex- 
tremely popular and not likely to be quickly 
superceded: a pity that your scheme for re- 
vealing the potential successor(s) to the 
PPC failed. Not least, because the technolo- 
gy necessary to exceed the performance of 
the PPC would be of intrinsic interest. You 
may be interested that an experimental 
round of very similar shape to the PPC exist- 
ed in the U.K. 35 years ago in 40mm calibre 
(m.v. 3500fps). 

| write on two items in the April issue: 

The criteria for 10 shot Screamer groups 
is some basic statistics: the 10 shot group 
will, on average, be 50% larger than those of 
5 shots. This follows from the formula for 
standard deviation which has Square 
Root(n-1) in the denominator, where “n” is 
the number of shots. Obviously, the ratio 
10:5 has the value Root(9/4) = 3/2. This 
statement could only be false if the 10 shot 
group were to be inherently worse than that 
of 5 shots: this might well be true due to the 
effects of fouling but it would be a safe as- 
sertion that it would be extremely difficult to 
prove. | did not volunteer a contribution pre- 
viously for | was sure that you would have 
someone near at hand who would submit 
htis information. 

| found the reports on the frigid shooting 
at Dunhams Bay, February 7th, fascinating. 
It is a pity that this trial was not reported in 
even greater detail because it is clear that 
the rifles and ammunition were operating at 
the limit of stability. In view of the puzzle- 
ment expressed the following comments 
may be of interest. 

An increase in atmospheric density has 
the effect of decreasing bullet stability. | 
don’t suppose that benchrest rifles are de- 
veloped for accuracy under Standard Con- 
ditions at a temperature of 59 degrees F. 
but a temperature of -10 represents a 15% 
increase in air density and a proportionate 
reduction in stability. There is a real possibil- 
ity that the improvement in groups noted 
was largely due to the increase in tempera- 
ture as the day wore on. Itis also known that 
boat-tailed bullets are less stable than flat 
base and so would be more affected by ad- 
verse density change. Similarly, because all 
barrels will be less than perfect to differing 
degrees, so the margin of stability will also 
differ. | should suggest in the case of the 
tight barrel reported by Dr. Richard Maretzo 
that misalignment of the bullet in the throat 


would be the cause: of course, the cause of 
THAT could be a number of things .. .

RATGUNS AND HEAVY SIERRA .22 BULLETS 


Dear Bud, 

After that last piece in PS about shooting 
the “Ratgun” | received a call from Ken 
Smith at Sierra. More about that later. | 
wanted to let you know more about my 
findings since | wrote last. 

| went to Camp Blanding in February. | 
was using a load of 27.5 and 28 grains of 
H-414, with Hornady 68 HPBT. | had 
chronographed the loads, but had not shot 
for group. Frankly, | fell flat on my face. Dur- 
ing the match, | did not think the shots were 
hitting where | was calling them. In addition, 
the load did not seem to hold up at 600 
yards, even though they clocked at 3068 
fps. The differential between 300 and 600 
yards was about 15 MOA, whereas the 
24.5-grain load of IMR 4064 with the Sierra 
bullet was only 11% MOA. Am thinking per- 
haps | mis-read the chronograph that day. 

I later shot a match at Fort Knox, using 28 
grains of Winchester 760 with the Hornady 
68-gr. HPBT bullet. | did not get a chance to 
check velocity, but found that the differen- 
tial between 200 and 300 yards was 2% 
MOA, and from 300 to 600 yards was 10¥2 
MOA. The load shot very flat, but the score 
was not there. 

When | got home, | discovered that the 
cases would not hold primers. None were 
blown or pierced, but obviously too hot. 
New primers would almost fall out of the 
case. After that, | decided to do some tests, 
using lighter loads. All loads were in com- 
mercial Remington brass, weighed to plus 
or minus 1/2-grain at 92.5 grains, without 
primers. Federal 205M primers in deburred 
flashholes were used. | used six different 
combinations, and shot them on a Saturday 
morning, starting at 6 a.m., using the 
“Ratgun” with a 12X Leupold scope. The 
range was 400 yards, with no wind all 
groups were ten shots. THE RESULTS 
WERE A REAL EYE-OPENER. 

Presumably, this is some indication that 
the Sierra is the preferred bullet, at least 
with these powders and loads.

The match at Ft. Knox on May 22 did not 
present any great surprises, but more or 
less substantiated opinions formed from 
earlier testing. | had no problems with this 
different lot of 69’s. In fact, they shot su- 
perbly! It showed that 760 will shoot ex- 
tremely uniform groups, at high velocity, 
without excessive pressure. | was some- 
what surprised to see that at 600 yds, the 
verticle spread of my shots was from mid- 
ring nine at 12 o'clock to mid-ring nine at 6 
o’clock. | had some trouble with the wind, as 
it seemed to be switching. The differential 
from 300 to 600 was 11 minutes. My 300 
rapid groups, though not centered-up, 
grouped about six inches. 

A somewhat discouraging condition was 
found after returning home and cleaning the 
rifle. The bore seemed dirtier after using the 
760 powder (the final 44 shots), than with 
IMR 4064. Don’t really know if this should 
cause any real concern, inasmuch the 760 
load seems to shoot quite well. | will need to 
try 760 some more.

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CLIFF LABOUNTY ON BARREL RE-BORES 


Dear Emma, 

In the April issue of our favorite magazine 
the editor referred to you in a match report 
about the Feb. 7 Dunhams Bay hunter class 
match. He rhetorically asked you in regard 
to Joe Golba’s win the following: “Joe Golba 
won the match ... with a rebore barrel! 
When’s the last time you saw a rebore bar- 
rel take the top trophy at a benchrest match, 
Emma?” Then under the equipment list it is 
revealed that Joe used a Rem. 700 action 
and a LaBounty rebore. LaBounty under- 
lined no less. At least the editor has you to 
talk to while he edits. Those of us who toil 
alone at the rifling maching talk to Pirate the 
dog and Obie the cat or to no one at all on 
occasion, but always out loud. A dirty little 
secret | hope you will keep. 

Emma, | gotta tell you reboring is a funny 
business. Every day, no, every barrel, is a 
new adventure. Oh how | envy the barrel 
makers that order 6000 Ibs. of steel at a 
clatter and has a fairly good chance of each 
bar machining the same. Oh yes, | have 
heard horror stories of bad lots of steel, but 
every barrel different? Sako hammerforged 
barrels do not rifle like Pre 64 Win. Mod. 
70’s, nor are they like 1885 Win. 
Singleshots, or military Mausers, or 
Broomhandle Mauser pistols or Ruger Se- 
curity Six revolvers or new Remingtons or 
old Ballards or Remington rolling blocks nor 
are any of the above like each other exactly, 
except sometimes they are. You never 
know until you ream. The first counterbore 
tells you lots about its machinibility. Then 
the quality of the finish ream tells you more 
(hopefully) and by then you know, based 
upon your experience and little notebook 
what angle to grind on the front face of your 
rifling cutter. So what does a guy get when 
he has his barrel rebored? Usually a fine bar- 
rel the equal of any production barrel and 
sometimes a lot better, and occasionally 
worse. Not often, but it happens to 
barrelmakers of all types. You can set that 
one aside making barrels. Not so for the 
reborer. The customer knows because it 
was his one and only. Note the use of the 
word production barrel, Emma. Production 
barrels and custom barrels are two different 
concepts. You don’t think of using a $75.00 
barrel on your bench gun. Those days are 
over. So you don’t think of using a “produc- 
tion finished” rebore either, and rightly so. 
Ahh. . . but give me a Hart or Obermeyer or 
Shilen or Mark Chanlynn, or Dan Lilja or 
John Krieger shot out stainless barrel. That 
is aknown quality. Machines NICE. Lapit a 
little after the finish ream to smooth it up and 
uniform the bore diameter. Then rifle it at the 
appropriate feet/minute. Then finish lap it 
after rifling. Looks nice. Makes you feel 
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good all over, More time than a “production” 
rebore. You can’t afford to lap after reaming 
and before rifling on each and every barrel. 
Probably gilding the lily to do so anyway on 
a hunting rifle. This procedure more nearly 
approximates a “custom” barrel in arebore. 
A little more money, but still about half the 
cost of a new custom barrel. 

Funny story coming up here, Emma. | 
label them. A lot of people laugh when I’m 
serious. And don’t laugh when I’m funny. 
Sort of like the afore mentioned editor, 
huh? 

| met a well known Washington State 
benchrest shooter whose name graces 
your pages frequently. | asked him if | could 
rerifle a barrel for him, for free yet, just so | 
could get the feedback from an accom- 
plished shooter, a real test of the barrel be- 
cause he knows what makes a rifle shoot. 
He said “I don’t have any take-off stainless 
barrels. We use them for salmon clubs.” 

When Joe Golba approached me, by 


phone since we live across the continent 
from one another, | jumped at the chance to 
rifle a barrel for him that was going to be fit- 
ted by Seely Masker and shot by an accom- 
plished shooter. | told him he didn’t have to 
pay if it didn’t perform to his expectations. In 
a conversation with him last week he told 
me that he took that as a sign that | had a lot 
of confidence in my work. | just wanted a 
barrel tested by someone of known ability. 
Well he paid for it and won a match or two 
and I’m happy. And experimenter that Joe 
is, he recently took the barrel off and put on 
a H-S barrel to get 8 oz. more weight in the 
barrel. He said the barrel was fine, he just 
wanted to try for better. , 
That’s whatit’s all about, isn’tit Emma?

I’m enclosing 16 oz. of my ROOSTER 
JACKET which can be tumbled on, but is 
more easily “flood-coated” by pouring over 
bullets in a funnel, letting the lube drain into 
an empty container, and dumping the bul- 
lets onto a 1/4” wire mesh to dry overnight. 

Carl Spiker (Magma) has theorized that 
applying ROOSTER JACKET after the 
canneleur lube would be the ultimate lubri- 
cation. ROOSTER JACKET by itself is in- 
tended for 1100 fps maximum velocity. 

Give away what you don’t need, and let 
me know how I can help you. Thanks for the 
good words. | sure liked your article!

Dear Duane: 

Many thanks for the lube samples — yes, 
| will spread them around. 

Since you are into lubricants rather than 
shooting, | have an odd request for a special 
non-slip lubricant. I’ve been doing a lot of 
reading, research and just plain observing, 
and an interesting point has been noted re- 
garding a lubricant for bullets. 

The slicker the lube, the worse they 
shoot; thus, lubricity is not what we want. 
The old-timers used to mix rosin in their 
lube; | think it was to create a drag. They 
shot great scores! 

In a rifle bore correction technique, I’ve 
been shooting bullets impregnated with 
abrasive, beginning with 200 grit, progress- 
ing in increments to 1200 grit and finally 2 
micron, finishing with rouge to size, and fi- 
nally polishing the rifling. It works. At the 
same time, just for fun, | was shooting at a 
target during the fire lapping with these very 
low pressure powder charges and hard lead 
bullets as | lapped the barrel bore as parallel 
as possible. 

What I’ve been leading to is this — those 
bullets with the worst possible lubricity shot 
extremely accurately using embedded 
emery grit, along with the regular bullet lube 
in the grooves. In fact, after every ten shots, 
| checked for lapping progress, and experi- 
enced no leading at all in the bore. 

Is it possible to create a bullet lube that 
has a very stable viscosity for summer- 
winter shooting — not sticky, but similar to 
your HVR, with a high melting point in the 
order of 250°, is hot-water-soluble (not a 
high priority), and the final new requirement

— the ability to create a drag or come in de- 
grees of drag to match various velocities? 
The grease, naturally, must create this drag 
without causing wear. Without a drag, | 
think the bullet surges, or bounces, ahead 
of the gas wave at an uneven acceleration 
rate. Keeping a drag, or back pressure, 
makes for a smoother acceleration curve 
and, thus, greater and more repeatable ac- 
curacy. 

Can you help me put together such a 
lube? Are we looking for a thixotropic mate- 
rial or just the opposite? A material that will 
resist or prevent the soldering of the lead to 
steel would also be desirable. I’m not sure 
we are looking for a lubricant at all, so that’s 
where your expertise comes in. 

Will you accept the challenge? I’ve got the 
equipment for testing accuracy and bore 
scopes to watch for the disasters which I’m 
sure will develop along the way. 

It’s kind of exciting when you run into a 
thing like this that seems to defy the old tra- 
dition. Hope to hear from you.

Dear Ed: 

| have a suggestion for a slight design 
change, which is contrary to good logic, re- 
garding your Coaxisizer, which bumps bul- 
lets into shape. As | understand it, the object 
of the Coaxisizer is to shape the bullet to 
match the rifle chamber throat as precisely 
as possible. I’ve been accomplishing the 
same thing by machine-boring my bullet 
molds and trying various combinations of 
fit. 

It’s rather humiliating to find the best fit 
does not produce the best groups. After 
fighting for about a year for the best fit, all 
my best targets came from bullets that had 
a good base band fit, with a nose section 
only a few thousandaths larger than the bore. 
Those that tapered up closer to the groove 
diameter near the base band made larger 
groups no matter what | tried in my gun. 

It seems that the bullet likes to do its own 
bumping up to groove size as it’s moving 
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out from the chamber throat. It’s rather in- 
teresting that Dr. Mann mentioned the 
same thing nearly 100 years ago in fact, he 
covered it rather thoroughly. 

Recovered bullets look better when they 
have done their own thing coming up to size 
as they proceed forward. 

Another noted phenomenon is the consis- 
tent, good first shot from those that bump 
up in the barrel; the first cold, clean shot is 
right in the group. Interesting, isn’t it? | dis- 
like to have to fire fouling shots to get a good 
group going. Get the bullet geometry and 
lube correct, and the first shot is always a 
keeper. 

Your job now is to sell dies that create this 
combination. The perfect matchup doesn’t 
shoot perfect groups with fixed ammo. Dis- 
gusting, isn’t it? 

Of course, the bullet hardness must 
match the load pressure to bump up proper- 
ly in the barrel throat, plus have the P-wad 
behind it to hold back and seal erosive 
gases. 

We are getting too many rifles now, with- 
out excepton, that follow this bullet fit pat- 
tern, and you are in a position to help a lot of 
people with your dies. It’s not easy to accu- 
rately bore out molds; plus, there is nothing 
to be done with oversize molds. A proper 
mold is really precious. 

Get this information around, and let me 
know how successful other shooters are. 
Have fun!

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REMOVING STUCK 
LOADED ROUNDS 
by 
Seely Masker 


Recent articles about removing jammed 
— stuck rounds suggested various ways of 
removing them. 

| have seen some really badly sutck 
rounds. The way not to remove them is by 
driving them out with a cleaning, or other 
type of rod. Several people have been killed 
trying this method. 

One writer suggested removing the barrel 
and prying the round out with a couple of op- 
posing screw drivers. If that round is actual- 
ly stuck, it’s not going to work and will just 
tear the rim off the case. Even putting a shell 
holder on the case will not help. 

If the round is really stuck there may not 
be any actually safe way to remove it. | re- 
moved one last year in the following man- 


ner: The rifle was a Mauser .270. | cast a 
Cero-safe slug in a short piece of .270 bar- 
rel. | then poured the barrel half full of oil and 
inserted the slug. Next | took a piece of 1/4” 
drill rod with ends carefully deburred and 
drove the slug down the barrel. The oil pres- 
sure drove the bullet and oil into the case, 
which also drove the primer out of the case. 
Now the powder being saturated with oil 
and quite safe, | was free to drive out the 
case. It took several heavy blows with a 2 Ib. 
hammer to get the case out, while the bar- 
relled action was secured in a vise. 
| consider this hydraulic method the saf- 
est method to remove stuck rounds. Even 
with this method great care must be exer- 
cised.

HELLDIVERS, ACES 
and DONALDSONS 


During the past week the editor heard 
from two readers within a 24 hour period, 
each of whom was contemplating the pur- 
chase of a varmint rifle in .250 Helldiver 
chambering . . . and each of whom felt that 
yours truly would be a good person to ask 
“What in hell is it, anyway?” 

Yes indeed, what the hell is it? Well, 
there were a modest number of wildcats 
from the 1946-1955 or so era that were 
whupped up by either Bob Wallack or Har- 
vey Donaldson, or sometimes by the two of 
them together. Both are now deceased of 
course, and in their later lives each of them, 
as they recalled things, saw themselves as 
being pretty much the brains behind the car- 
tridge design . . . and that other fellow, well, 
he didn’t do too much . . . except get in the 
way generally. One can only speculate that 
if there had ever been some disaster with 
one of these rifles ... gun blows up, be- 
heads twelve orphans, eleven nuns, ten 
maids a-milking, whatever . . . and fifty mil- 
lion dollar lawsuits started flying around. . . 
one would guess that, under these circum- 
stances there would have been a one hun- 
dred and eighty degree turn in memory, and 
we now would have a veiw of .. . “Oh, no, 
the other guy developed that cartridge, not 
me. You say that you have a magazine arti- 
cle of a few years back where | claimed to be 
the father of the cartridge? | must have been 
totally misquoted by some idiot writer.” 

Excellent sources of information on these 
wildcats can be found in a few books of the

era ... “Modern Accuracy”, by Bob 
Wallack; the 64 page catalog “Wallack Ri- 
fles, Supreme Accuracy”, circa 1950; and 
also some references in the recent Dave 
Wolfe Publications book “Yours Truly, Har- 
vey Donaldson”. Let me see if | can’t give 
you a bit of data on each of these wildcats 
. .. none of which ever became really popu- 
lar. . . but for which a certain number of cus- 
tom varmint rifles still turn up today, particu- 
larly in the Northeast. Bob Wallack made a 
high quality rifle, and if you know something 
about the wildcat, you will be ahead of the 
game when contemplating a possible pur- 
chase at the gun store in East Overshoe 
some day. 

-250 DONALDSON. The _.250 
Donaldson, according to the 1951 book 
“Modern Accuracy” is made by necking the 
.257 (Roberts) case back, and cutting it toa 
length of 2.100 inches, and firing it in the 
new chamber to blow it out”. If you want 
exact case specifications for this 30 degree 
shoulder wildcat, you can find them on page 
#358 of the C.S. Landis book “Wood- 
chucks and Woodchuck Rifles” (1951). 
Wallack observed that he considered good 
loads for this particular wildcat to be “Win- 
chester No. 120 primer, 42 to 45 grains of 
Dupont No. 4350, and 100 grain bullets 
have shown best results. When using the 87 
grain bullets, spire point or other, 33 to 34 
grains of 4895 (lot 25136) and Western No. 
82 primer have been good. Also, 4064 
should work well, as should 4320. And in 
lighter charges 3031 should work well with 
the 87 grain bullets”. End of quote. The edi- 
tor does not think that readers should get 
too caught up with the need for “lot 25136” 
of 4895. 

-250 DON ACE. In “Modern Accuracy” 
Bob Wallack says this is “another Harvey 
Donaldson creation” ... but they were 
friends in those days ... a statement not 
very true in later days of their lives. Wallack

goes on to describe the Ace as “made from 
.250 Savage brass, with shoulder moved 
back, and fire formed in the new chamber 
with a 30 degree shoulder, same as the .250 
Donaldson; in fact these two cartridges are 
identical except for length and capacity”. 
The Landis book tells us that the overall 
case length for the .250 Ace is 1.920”, 
which indicates that the .250 Savage basic 
brass is left full length. There were three 
.250 Don Ace rifles on the firing line at the 
Johnstown 1950 match. The best scores (of 
the three) were turned in by Gene Hudgins, 
of Philadelphia . .. who had a 100 yard ag- 
gregate of .876, and a 200 yard aggregate 
of 1.570. Obviously the lack of good .25 cali- 
ber match bullets . . . a situation that contin- 
ues today . .. was a problem back in 1950 
as well. Gene used a load of 35 grains of 
4895 with 100 grain bullets. While Mr. 
Hudgins was not too successful in this 
match, at least on an aggregate basis, he 
did manage to get “small group” at 200. 
yards with his Ace . . . a 1.012 group (keep 
in mind . . . ten shot group!). And he did win 
the 300 meter aggregate at DuBois earlier in 
this year with this same Ace rifle... anda 
2.287 average group. Present day bench 
shooters will consider Mr. Wallack’s obser- 
vation that Mr. Hudgins used a 25X Lyman 
Super Targetspot, “except when the sun 
was really out, on which occasions he 
switched to a 15X Lyman’. Mr. Wallack felt 
“This is a good practice if you can afford it”. 
Yes indeed; Emma, get my 15X out of the 
loading kit, | think that the sun is coming 
out. 

One thing the reader is cautioned on, to 
avoid confusion: in the 1970 or so era, Har- 
vey was messin’ around (per usual) with two 
new wildcats . . . the .224 Don-Ace and the 
6mm Don-Ace. These two “Aces” are made 
on shortened .225 Winchester brass. 

Also, there were, in addition to the original 
.250 Ace, a .270 Ace and a .300 Ace. The 
.270 and the .300 appear to have been sim- 
ply the .250 Ace necked up to the larger bul- 
let sizes. The .270 Ace and the .300 Ace 
were designed by Bob Wallack. 

-250 HELLDIVER. The Helldiver is a Bob 
Wallack designed wildcat, although he re- 
lates it was done “with the approval of H.A. 
Donaldson”. By the Lord Harry, that’s the 
way things should be done! Any of you guys 
reading this who are thinking about a new 
wildcat, | want you to write in for “approval” 
first. If you want quick approval, send 
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money as well. In fact, now that | think about 
this, send money in all cases, not just quick 
cases. The .250 Helldiver is made by using 
the .250 Donaldson reamer, and cutting a 
full length .257 Roberts case chamber. 

These cartridges . . . .250 Don Ace, .250 
Donaldson, .250 Helldiver, .270 Ace, .270 
Helldiver, .300 Ace and .300 Helldiver . . . all 
have a shoulder diameter of .446 inch, arear 
body diameter of .468 inch, and a 30 degree 
shoulder. All of the early Aces (.250 - .270 - 
.300 Ace) are equal length, the full length 
.250 Savage brass. All of the helidivers are 
based on full length .257 Roberts brass. 
The only one of the cases to require short- 
ening is the .250 Donaldson. All the original 
Aces require that the original .250-3000 
shoulder be moved back slightly, and then 
neck sized (in the case of the .270 and .300). 
The Helldivers are simply neck sized. All 
cases require fire forming, of course. 

Rifles chambered for the .270 and .300 
Helldiver are quite uncommon today. 
Wallack’s suggested load for the .250 Hell- 
diver was a 100 grain bullet with 52 grains of 
4350. 

.22 GW SPECIAL. Every now and then 
one of these pops up, and nobody knows 
what the hell it is. It was a joint brainchild of 
Bob Wallack and a fellow named Gail 
Gunderson. Mr. Wallack’s books do not say 
if he obtained Mr. Donaldson’s “approval” 
here ... it is possible that Mr. Gunderson 
did not give a hoot in hell whether Mr. 
Donaldson approved or not. It is sort of simi- 
lar to the .22-250, but it has a considerably 
longer case neck, and is made from .257 
Roberts brass, rather than .250 Savage 
brass. Case length is 1.987”, and if you 
want exact specs, they are on page #360 of 
the Landis book. Shoulder angle is 28 de- 
grees. Wallack advises that standard .22- 
250 dies are used for reloading.

Dear Dave, 

Upon my return from Australia, yester- 
day, | found your letter in the midst of an un- 
believable thirty-day stack. Also, in reading 
the latest PS | found that you were to remain 
as editor of PS .. . great! 

My trip with the Canadian Rifle Team to 
Australia was something | will always re- 
member. We travelled to Mudgee, Cooyal, 
Orange, and Lyndhurst (in South Wales) for 
club shoots, and got a real taste of what 
shooting in rural Australia is all about. The 
treatment we received at these local clubs 
was unbelievable, and each club offered a 
special memory. Our first match was the 
Easter weekend shoot at Mudgee, which 
was won by my good friend Jim Paton of 
British Columbia (Jim won more money 
there than he would have by winning the Ca- 
nadian Nationals), and to indicate the level 
of competition there . . . Jim won the match 
by one center bull (they use a target with a 
five possible, and a tie breaking (V) center 
bull). | Unlike matches held in the U.S., 
matches held in Commonwealth countries 
(especially Australia!) are for social as well 
as competitive purposes. | don’t think that a 
two-ton grain truck would have held the 
empty beer cans! 

Our second match was a team practice at 
Cooyal. The Cooyal Club has only eighteen 
members, three firing points to 900 yards, 
and the bar grosses in excess of 
$45,000.00 annually! Once again, we were 
overwhelmed by the hospitality, and the 
competition was extremely tough. One 
memorable thing about Cooyal was the fact 
that the match would not start until the beer 
truck (complete with cash register on the 
tail-gate) arrived at the firing line. Perhaps 
this is the reason for the rule that allows no 
bolts inserted, except on the firing line! 

After the Cooyal shoot, we attended the 
locally famous Cooyal Pub, (a good thing 
that we were travelling by coach) at the in- 
sistance of our hosts, and we were treated 
to the fireplace atmosphere of a rural Aus- 
tralian Pub. After leaving the Mudgee area, 
we travelled by coach to Canberra for a few 
days sightseeing around the Capital of Aus- 
tralia, which included a trip to the fantastic 
Australian War Memorial, and then we pro- 
ceeded to our next club shoot at Orange. 
Here again, we were overwhelmed with the 
hospitality, and the level of competition of- 
fered by a local Australian club. One of the 
highlights of the Orange shoot was the 
sweeping of the firing points to remove 
sheep droppings . . . lawn mowers are not 
necessary on the bulk of the Australian 
ranges as they also serve as sheep pad- 
docks between matches. 


Our next shoot was at the Lyndhurst 
Club, where we competed, on a team basis, 
with both the Lyndhurst Club and the Royal 
Air Force from England. Darned if | can re- 
member who won there, perhaps this was 
due to the festivities involved, but we all had 
a great time, and | won a badge for my ef- 
fort. 

From Lyndhurst we made our way to 
Sydney for the Bicentenary Fullbore Match- 
es, which included team matches, the Inter- 
national Palma Match, and individual 
matches, the culmination of which was the 
Australian Queen’s Match, which paid 
something like $40,000.00 to the winner. In 
the team matches we (the Candadian Silver 
Team — those not involved in the Palma 
Match) competed with the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict (Sydney) Rifle Association, and the 
R.A.F. Team to 800 meters and came 
third. 

The Palma match was handily won by the 
Australians, under conditions that humbled 
the most experienced wind coaches. The 
firing of the last two stages of the match, at 
800 meters, called for windage settings fo 
between 20 - 24 minutes right, and wind buf- 
feting of the shooters in position was the 
most widespread complaint. The high score 
of the match was posted by Stan Golinski of 
Australia, who only dropped one point at 
each range ... unbelievable under those 
conditions! 

The Queen’s final, which included no 
Americans, | think no British, and one Cana- 
dian (Jim Paton), was two sighters, ten on 
score, at 700 meters. These ten competi- 
tors were viewed by over one thousand 
people (who said that shooting was not a 
spectator sport?) and the winner was a 
happy (and indeed richer) Kiwi whose name 
— John Dodson — totally escapes me. Im- 
mediately after the final, all competitors 
marched (in formal dress) to the rather 
lengthy prize and closing ceremony which 
culminated the bicentenary matches. This 
was most impressive to an old country boy 
like me. 

As information and photos arrive, | will try 
to put something together for PS that does 
not include some of the above, and will sub- 
mit to you and Buddy. 

Once again, I’m happy to hear that you 
are staying as editor.

and the neck shortened from .313 to .250, 
with a .241 size neck). To our surprise, the 
.222 rifles had more inquiries than the PPC 
rifles ... indicative that a lot of shooters 
were caught with their pants down when 
this latest PPC brass shortage came up. 

Addendum of June 20 date. Dr. 
Palmisano tells me that the “two grains less 
powder” cases were an experimental lot, 
whose characteristics were not approved 
by him. Furthermore, | am told, the new lot 
of PPC brass will be within a half grain ca- 
pacity of the old lot. This should remove 
some of the worries that were commonly 
expressed and overheard at the Super 
Shoot. 

It seems as if we are forever being an- 
noyed by some critical component shortage 
of one kind or another. Old timers in the 
sport will recall periods of entire years when 
no bullet jackets were available. It is likely 
that our present PPC case crisis will get re- 
solved, one way or another, just like all pre- 
vious problems have eventually been re- 
solved. Pass the popcorn, Emma. 


Finally, while it is completely foreign to the 
basic editorial, when the editor finds a prod- 
uct or a service that he considers superior 
(and that is mildly unusual in this day and 
age) he will occasionally elect to tell the 
readers about it (which of course they are 
perfectly free to completely ignore, as they 
choose).
